Perhaps’ better qualified to 
speak on the subject than any 
other individual in San Bernar- 
dino county, E. Tweed Stone dis- 
cussed the subject, “What Am I 
Doing in Civilian Defense?” at 
the meeting of the Upland Ro- 
tary club in the Red Hill Coun- 
try club house at noon today.
